ORAL JUDGEMENT; 

This is a petition under the Repiesenti.tion of People Act, 
1951 (referred to hcrinafter as ‘the said Act’) for setting a- 
slde the election of respondent No. 1 to the 6th Bombay 


Noith Central Parliamentary Constituency. The allejiatiDns 
of fact on which the petition was based were contamed in 
paragraphs 8, 10, 11 and 12 of the petition. By my or(ler 
dated 12th November 1981, these paragiaphs were directed 
to be struck out of the petition, ns the petitioner wtts ndraittodly 
uiwblc to furnish the particulars in respect of the statements 
contained in these paragraphs. In fact, Mr, Pradhan, the 
learned Counsel for the petitioner, fairlj' conceded that he 
could not resist the application for- striking out the said para¬ 
graphs from the petitton, as the petitioner was unable to 
furnish the necessa^ particulars. It is cleaT that after the 
delelion of the said paragraphs from the petition, the 
petition cannot survive because there arc no factual 
allegations left in the petition on the basis of which 
tho reliefs sought by the petitioner could bo granted 
and the election in question set aside or declared 
void. It may be pointed out that allhough there are somo 
grounds set out in paragraph 14 of the petition for declaflng 
the said election void, these grounds are of no avail to the 
peEtoner, as all the statements of fact on which they are 
based have been struck out from the petition. In fact, Mr. 
Pradhan concedes that the petition cannot now survive in 
view of the deletion of the aforesaid paragraphs from the 
Pvl'tion. In view of what is stated above, it is dear that 
the petition must fail and is liable to be dismissed. The 
petition is, therefoic, dismissed. 

2. Mr. Nalk. who appears for respondent No. 1, being the 
only re^ondent who appears before me to-day, and who is 
the main person intercsicd in defending the petition, presses 
for his costs. The petitioner to pay to respondent No. 1 Rs, 
1,000 a.s the costs of the petition. Respondent No. 1 will be at 
liberty to withdraw this amount from the amount deposited 
by the petitioner as security for costs, The balance of tho 
security for cwis to be dealt with in accordance with section 
121 of the said Act. The office k directed to send a copy of 
this judgement to the Speaker of the Lok Sabha and also 
to send an flJuthenticated copy of the judgement to the Elec¬ 
tron Commission.
